OPENS BRITISH 
PARLIAMENT 


Speech From Throne Short, 
Dealing Chiefly With the 
Chinese Situation 


LONDON, Feb. 8 (vue third 
Spssion of the present British Par- 
liament, elected in 1924, was opened 
in state by King George with time- 
honored ceremony today. Huge 
crowds lined the streets to see the 
royal procession: Queen Mary ac- 
companied the King to Parliament 
for the ceremony. . 

The King's speech opening the 

session — actually a ministerial 
statement—was unusually brief and 
was mainly devoted to the Chinese 
problem. 
, He explained that it had been 
deemed necessary to send to China 
an adequate force to protect British 
subjects, because of the happenings 
at Hankow and other places, but 
emphasized that it was the desire of 
the British people to “remove all 
grievances, to renew our treaties 
on an equitable basis and to place 
our future relations with the Chi- 
nese people on a footing of friend- 
ship and good will.” 

Relations With Foreign Powers 


“My relations with the foreign 
powers continue to be friendly,” the 
King said. “The League of Nations 
has been strengthened and a further 
step takén toward the restoration of 
normal international relations in 
Europe by the entry of Germany into 
the League and her appointment to 
a permanent seat on the Council of 
the League. In continuation of this 
wolicy, it was found possible at the 
end of last month to terminate the 
system of allied military control in 
Germany as set up by the Treaty of 
Versailles, and to hand over to the 
League all questions affecting the 
military clauses of the treaty. 

“Continuation of the civil war in 


ticularly anti-British agitdtion by 
which it is accompanied have caused 
me grave anxiety.

mary ballot who, in the convention's 
opinion are not qualified for office. 
There has been argument against. 
the present law. which permits any- 
one to file, whether competent or 
not. No organized movement against 
the direct primary, which went into 
effect in 1907. in Nebraska, has be- 
come apparent. 


A change in Iowa's primary elec- 
tion law, which became effective 
more than 20 years ago, is sought, 
but no movement toward out-and-out 
repeal has presented itself in the 
present Legislature. A pending dill 
asks that nominations be made by 
a majority vote, rather than a 85 
per cent vote. Otherwise the nomi- 
nation would go to a convention. 
This proposal passed the Senate two 
years ago but failed in the House, 
While important “reforms” of the 
primary system of Oklahoma are 
pending in the Legislature, no plan 
to repeal the direct primary is “in 
the works,“ according to W. C. Me- 
Aliater, secretary of the State Board 
of Klections, Shortening the state 
ballot is one reform he advocates, 
recalling that more than 1100 can- 
didates for’ state offices filed in the 
1926 primary.

Forty-five of the states employ 
some form of the direct primary, 
Connecticut, New Mexico and Rhode 
Island being the exceptions.

LAW IS DRAFTED 


Tentative Bill Is Approved 
by Committee of Crime 
Commission

NEW YORK. Feb. 7—Drastic pro- 
visions for regulating the sale and 
possession of firearms are contained 
‘in a tentative bil! appreved by the 
special committee on firearms regu- 
lations of the National Crime Com- 


mission at its elcsing meeting just 
held at the Bar on here. 

Copies of the proposed bill will 
be submitted to the legislatures of 
all states, ana if it is enacted into 
law it will become as effective in its 
restrictions as a federal statute. 

Persons found guilty of commit- 
ting crimes with the use of firearms 
would receive heavy penalties, under 
the provisions of the bill. Criminals 
would be prohibited from purchasing 
or possessing arms; dealers in fire- 
arms would be required to 6

New York Edifice Has Been 
Seven’ Years Building

NEW YORK—New York's new

SPAIN PRESSES 
TANGIER CLAIM 


Statute of Moroccan Seaport 
to Be Discussed at 
Paris Conference

PARIS, Feb, A Franco-8panish 
conference on the statute of Tangier 
in to formally open, after some 
weeks’ exchange of views between 
the respective capitals, In the hall of 
the Qual d'Orsay, Quinones de Leon, 
the Spanish Ambassador, presides 
over the Spanish delegation, which 
includes Sefior Espinos, Consul at 
Tangier, and Sefior Carcer, director 


of the Moroccan department. France 
is represented by M. Beaumarchais, 
director of political affairs; M. Meril- 
lon, Consul ateTangier, and M. Saint 
Quentin, director for Africa. 

The powers of this conference are 
extremely limited and cannot suffice 
to satisfy the aspirations of Spain as 
recently expressed. The conference 
can only proceed on the basis of the 
existing statute and cannot change it. 
Within its.framework, Spain can be 
given a larger control, but the régime 
as a whole must remain. 

French diplomats express surprise 
that Spain should desire to upset an 
agreement which was reached be- 
tween France, Britain and Spain 
after a long discussion and with full 
knowledge, as lately as 1923. Spain 
now wishes to be predominant in 
Tangier and when it gives frank ut-

Patriotic Organization to 
Take Nation-Wide Steps 
to Prevent Fires 


On the premise that a tree saved 
is a tree earned the committee on 
conservation and thrift of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution in 
Massachusetts Mrs. Edith M. Ingra- 
ham, chairman, have undertaken an 
intensive campa&ign for prevention of 
forest fires. It is a new feature of the 
drive for reforestation that is being 
carried on throughout the country by 
the national society. 

If all women cannot plant trees 
they can at least make a stand for 
forest fire prevention, Mrs. Ingraham 
says, and the members of ber 
committees throughout the State, 
each have pledged individual help. 
Men and women are to be taught 
to be sure that matches are 
out before throwing them away; 
never to break camp until all fire is 
drenched with water and stirred, or 
if water is not available, mixed with 
dirt and tramped down until all 
sparks are positively out; that no- 
thing lighted shall be thrown from 
moving automobiles or trains. Simi- 
lar work is being taken up in all the 
other states, Mrs. Ingraham says. 

Forest fires are far-reaching in 
their devastating effects, Mrs. Ingra- 
ham shows; for burned forests pro- 
vide no freight traffic, pay no wages 
te workmen, profit to the merchant 
or revenue to the Government. Fire 
in the spring of the year not only 
destroys the forest but reduces the 
number of animals. Birds are neces- 
sary to protect crops and the birds 
need forests in which to live. A live 
forest, therefore, represents poten- 
tially millions of dollers. 

“It may be stated that outside of 
food material, no material is so uni- 
versally used as wood,” Mrs. Ingra- 
ham says, “and so a wood famine 
would be almost as serious as à 
bread famine. On authority of the 
United States Forest Survey Presi- 
dent Coolidge recently stated that 
five-sixth of the forests of this coun- 
try have been cut down, burned down 
and otherwise destroyed within 75 


ears. 
4 “This indicates that not more than 
a 15-year supply remains. Our popu- 
lation is increasing while our for- 
ests are decreasing. Conservation, 
reforestation, and forest fire pre- 
vention, ere our one hope unless we 
wish to be in the treeless class. The 
history of the nations that have fal- 
len is the history of nations that 
have denuded their forests.”

“Boris Godounoff” is an outstand- 
ing example of music which must 
be heard more than once to be com- 
prehended. The wealth of musical 
material reveals new fascinations to 
the listener with each hearing. Last 
night new power, new significance 
stood forth. When has the magnifi- 
cent choral texture of the Kromy 
Forest scene shown to better ad- 
vantage? Here were no individual 
actors to dramatize and make force- 
ful each measure and phrase. Only 
Mr. Polacco, conducting with all his 
adeptness and musicianly under- 
standing, stood supreme, holding his 
large orchestra and the chorus which 
filled the stage of the opera house 
firmly in hand. Folk tune and poly- 
phonic tonal weavings, simplicity 
and complexity, orchestra and voices 
were all set in contrast and once 
more united.

Such a 
superb, defiant and absolute master 
of every situation as Chaliapin made 
him may never be equaled by an- 
other player. Mr. Vanni-Marcoux 
did the one thing which assured him 
success. Instead of attempting to 
reproduce Chaliapin’s version, he 
struck out on paths of his ows, and 
built the part according to his own 
lights. 

Here was a Tsar Boris who was 
first and last a human being. His 
procession across the historic square 
of the Kremlin was that of a per- 
turbed man a little amazed at find- 
ing himself the principal at a magnif- 
icent and awe-inspiring spectacle. In 
the scene when memories of a youth- 
ful Tsarevitch done away with for 
selfish advancement return to harass 
the unfortunate ruler, Mr. Vanni- 
Marcoux made every action graphic, 
delineative and real. With his chil- 
dren, he was lovable and gentle. 
Tenderness poured from every word 
he ad sed to his daughter, Xenia.

esting details of their own busi- 
nesses.” 

When the survey had been finished 
and the Gilbreth’s family “knew 
where it stood,” it became tjme to 
apportion the jobs and to think of 
applying what time was left free for 
Mrs. Gilbreth to work outside the 
home.

De 
not think that we had no housekeep- 
ing crosses to bear. Dishwashing was 
certainly one of them. As few of my 
children wanted to wash dishes as 
could be imagined. But after we had 
analyzed the problem, studied the 
hardness of the water, costume, kinds 
of soap to make the job easier, the 
dishes were expeditiously washed. 

“Not, perhaps, with that fine flair 
with which windows can be washed 
or other household jobs done some- 
times, but with willingness and phi- 
losophy.’ The ‘loneliness’ of dish- 


washing finally made us a dish- 
washing solidarity. We used to see 
two lonely individuals vanish after 
dinner to the kitchen to wash dishes. 


Dishwashing Solved 


“The rest of us, laughing and talk- 
ing in the living room, knew the two 
were sad. And, one evening we were 
all washing dishes and drying them 
together and that was the permanent 
solution of that.” 

The result of all this was a pat- 
terning of the family’s time so that 
before a great while Mrs. Gilbreth 
was able to resume researches in 
which she and her busband had been 
interested and in the lecturing which 
was the natural outgrowth of such 
researches.

PROPERTY BILL 
FACES PROBLEM 


Revised Measure Considered 
Unlikely of Action in 
This Session 


Special from Monitor Bureau 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7— The Sen- 


ate Finance Committee’s drastic re- 
vision of the House alien property 
bill is believed to have impaired most 
seriously the possibility of obtaining 
legislation. on this problem at this 
session. 

Even should the bill as reported 
out by the Finance Committee be 
approved by the Senate, there is 
small likelihood that it would be 
accepted, as changed, by the House. 
With only a few weeks remaining to 
the session, the task of working out 
a compromise on the issue between 
the two houses would be, it is ad- 
mitted, most difficult and have only 
remote chances for success. 

While the chief criticism of the 
revised bill was on the changed 
financial arrangements » proposed, 
considerable attention was devoted 
to the deleting from the Senate 
measure of a “declaration of policy” 
continued in the House act. This 
preamble declared that,.in keeping 
with the traditional American policy, 
it was the purpose of the American 
Government to return all confiscated 
German property and to pay in full 
aly German claims with satisfactory 
interest. 

It is understod that William F. 
Borah (R.), Senator from Idaho, 
chairman of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, has information 
to the effect that the allied gov- 
ernments entered protests against 
the inclusion in the legislation of the 
“declaration of policy.” 

It is known that Mr. Borah will 
bring the matter before the Senate 
when the measure is up for debate 
and that he is prepared to offer 
documentary evigence to substantiate 
his contention that the allied gov- 
ernments opposed America’s plans to 
return German property and when 
unsuccessful turned their efforts to 
restricting the liquidation as much 
as possible. He alleges that the 
allied agents were responsible for 
the deleting of the “declaration of 
policy” from the House bill. 

In discussing the matter Mr. Borah 
said: “I would rathe~ see this 
conficated property stolen and 
squandered as much as it already has 
been, than have the United States 
Government establish the precedent 
of confiscation. Great Britain, 
France and the others have retained 
what they took, and they don’t want 
us to return what we sequestered. 

When we took this property we 
said it was only a war-time measure 
and for us now to violate every code 
of decency and honesty and our 
traditional policy would be an act 
that I am sure the American people 
and Congress will not stand for. I 
shall insist that this property be. re- 
turned and that all claims de fully 
paid.”

NEW YORK DRYS 
OPEN NEW ERA 


Westchester County Be- 
comes Arena of Enforce- 
ment Campaign

NEW. YORK, Feb. 7—Westchester 
Counk has just become the scene of 
an intensive campaign by the dry 
forces of New York to further en- 
forcment of the prohibition laws-and 
with a view to crystallising opinion in 
favor of a state enforcement act. 

The campaign is headed by the 
Anti-Saloon League and was 
launched simultaneously in Yonkers 
and other Westchester County towns.

Victor declared that while there is 
much yet to be don€ by the drys, the 
“moral, social, aud economic gains 
have been 80 great as to justify our 
demand for the retention of this 
policy, and for such strengthening 
of the law and its enforcement as 
recent experiences show to be neces- 
dary.” |

HOMELESS FIND HOME 
AND WAY TO EARN IT 


Chicago Hotel-Workshop Pro- 


vides for Jobless 


Special from Monitor Bureau 


CHICAGO, Feb. 8 — Room and 
board and a place to earn it are pro- 
vided for hundreds of homeless men 
annually through the completion 
here of the Christian Industrial 
League’s new $250,000 plant. It is lo- 
cated on West Munroe Street near 
Hull House, in a neighborhood where 
needy men congregate. 

The new buildings include a hotel 
for men who can afford to pay for 
lodgings, a home for those without 
money who are willing to work, and 
a workshop where they get the op- 
portunity. 

The three sections are under one 
roof but have separate entrances and 
are kept distinct. The hotel and 
home together house 290 men a 
night, said the Rev. George A. Kilbey, 
superintendent. Mr. Kilbey founded 
the league over 18 years ago under 
the auspices of the Presbyterian 
Church. 

Although its purpose is charitable, 
the league is almost self-supporting, 
due to its industries, said Mr. Kilbey. 
It feeds thousands of men every 
winter when jobs are scarce, he said. 
Other cities have copied the league’s 
plan, and among its “children” is a 
thriving organization in Pittsburgh, 
founded by a former assistant at the 
Chicago plant, Mr. Kilbey noted. 


TO AID PUBLIC WORKS 
IN BRITISH COLUMBIA 


VICTORIA, B. C. (Spectal Corre- 
spondence)—British Columbia’s bud- 
get for the next fiscal year will in- 
clude loans of $6,000,000 for con- 
structive public works, the Govern- 
ment announced in the provincial 
legislature here. 

Of this $4,000,000 will be spent on 
the construction of new roads; $600,- 
000 on immediate replacements along 
the line of the Government-owned’ 
Pacific Great Eastern Railway; $1,-

OLD-AGE PENSION 
PLANS DEBATED 


Legislative Group Hears 
State Can Save $3,000,000 
of Poor Relief Funds 


Savings of $3,000,000 yearly for 
Massachusetts by the establishment 
ot a nbn-contributory old-age pen- 
sion system in place of the present 
poor relief system which costs the 
State $9,000,000 annually were said 
to be possible by Wendel P. Thoré, 
who appeared at a hearing before the 
Legislative Commit on Pensions 
at the State House today in favor of 
his petition for @ pension system. 

Mr. Thors said that an old age pen- 
sion bequest fund to protect citizens 
from want in old age would cost the 
Commonwealth approximately $6,- 
000,000 per annum if the bill were 
passed. | 

Mr. Thoré, who has been inter- 
ested in pensions since 1916, out- 
Iſned his bill, which he said was 
designed to remove the stigma of 
referring to the class of persons 
eligible to aid as “poor.” 

In Section 13 of the bill, Mr. 


not more than $312 yearly income 
of their own, $7 a week; exceeding 
$212 and not over $238, $5; exceed- 
ing $238 and not over $264, $4; ex- 
ceeding $264 but not more than $290, 
$3, and exceeding $29 but not more 
than $316, $2 a week.

Persons also must have 
been citizens of the Commonwealth 
for 20 years, and for at least 15 years 
maintained their- residence in the 
State in order to receive pensions. 
Temporary absences not exceeding 
three months would be allowed, how- 
ever. 2 

Among the disqualifications as pro- 
vided by Mr. Thore in the bill are: 
maintenance in a state institution; 
being convieted of any offense and 
imprisened, such’ person to be dis- 
qualified for a period not exceeding 
three years after being released if 
the court so directs. 

‘Subsection 4 of Section 3, specifi- 
cally states: 

“Any person in receipt of an old- 
age pension who is convicted as an 
inebriate shall be disqualified for re- 
ceiving or continuing to receive an 
old-age pension for a period of three 
months after the date of his or her 
conviction, unless the court before 
whom she or he is convicted directs 
to the contrary.”

In his latest play Frank Craven 
has developed further the vein of 
homely natural humor, projected 
with all his uncommon theater skill, 
that characterized his “Too Many 


Cooks” and “The First Lear.“ 
Money From Home” might be 
classed as a regeneration play, or 
simply as a crook play, or in a gen- 
eral way as a folk comedy. 

One of the central personages in 
the story is Jennie Patrick, drudge in 
a Pennsylvania farm house. Coming 
into a little money, Jennie announces 
that she is going to have her fling 
in New York while it lasts. In the big 
city she poses as a young woman of 
large means, and so attracts the at- 
tention of a pair of sharpers, Dr. 
Durham and George Peters, nigyed 
by Frank Craven and Leo Donnelly. 
There are many deft twists in the 
course of Wr. Durham’s romance 
with Jennie, concluding with their 
deepening affection for each other 


as man and wife and his rescue from 


the ways of dishonesty. 

In the way the story ig told lies 
its first merit, for Mr. Craven knows 
how to maintain suspense while 
keeping the story going. He knows, 
too, how to make his characters 
speak naturally and amusingly, for 
it is evident that he knows much 
more than the surface aspects of the 
persons of his play. Thus he achieves 
those strong humorous and dramatic 
effects that arise only out of a play 
that reveals the inner impulses of 
the people of the story. Often the 
audience laughs because of the truth 
and point of Mr. Craven's exposure 
of human motives, not because of 
any wit arbitrarily written into their 
words, “Money from Home” ig truly 
humorous because it is always hu- 
man. 

Mr. Craven's abilities as a come- 
dian rival his talents as a dramatist, 
as theatergoers long ago discovered, 
and that ig. saying much to those 
who remember his comic masterpiece 
of a clerk in “Bought and Paid For.” 
In “Money from Home” it is inter- 
esting to note the seeming simplicity 
of his acting. Simplicity, as Victor 
Herbert once remarked, is often a 
most difficult effect to achieve, for 
it means a reliance on inner values 
rather than superficial trickery. To 
make a showy effect is far easier 
than making a truthful one.

CONE SPEAKER 
UNPROTECTED 
BY PATENTS 


Recent Decision Gives Free 
Use of Design to Manu- 
„ facturers 


/ 


The Radio Corporation of America 
paid $200,000 for rights to manufac- 
ture cone loudspeakers under patent 
claims pf Marcus C. Hopkins of 
Washington, D. C. The Federal Dis- 
trict Court of New Jersey recently 
declared these patents invalid, and 
on the strength of this decision 
radio experimenters, commercial in- 
terests, and others may now produce 
this particular type of sound repro- 
ducer without inviting infringement 
litigation. 

In separate legal suits, the Lekto- 
phone Corporation, which controlled 
the patents of Marcus Hopkins, in- 
stituted infringements proceedings 
against the Brandes Products Corpo- 
ration and the Western Electric 
Company. The Lektophone Corpora- 
tion attempted to prevent these radio 
manufacturing compames from mak - 
ing cone loudspeakers and to collect 
profits on sales previously made. It 
was claimed that the early design of 
cone loudspeakers was invented by 
Mr. Hopkins, a Washington inventor, 
and that the Lektophone Corporation, 
as holder of the Hopkins’ patents, 
was entitled to royalties on his in- 
vention. 

The Federal District Court of New 
Jersey decided that the patent claims 
of the Lektophone Corporation were 
invalid, and this decision affects the 
manufacture and sale of the popular 
cone type of radio loudspeaker, rep- 
resenting a valuation of millions of 
dollars. The Brandes Products Cor- 
poration is gratified upon its court 
victory as a surety that it may con- 
tinue to produce a popular but cheap 
type of sound reproducer without 
being -penalized with infringement 
proceedings and assessed with royal- 
ties. The Western Electric Company, 
as a result of its victory over the 
Lektophone Corporation, states that 
it will continue to manufacture cone 
loudspeakers. This company, how- 
ever, will not bring into the market 
a radio receiving set, as has been 
rumored. 

The recent court decisions relating 
to cone radio speakers disclosed the 
interesting historical fact that the 
cone type of sound reproducer is not 
new, but.it was applied to the phono- 
graph nearly 20 years ago. The de- 
cision of the court was influenced 
materially by an article published in 
1907 in the Talking Machine News, 
wherein the feasibility of substitut- 
ing a conical sound board for the 
sound box and horn in a talking ma- 
chine was discussed. This device, 
according to this report, worked per- 
fectly, except when excessive power 
was applied. Under this condition, 
the cone in the talking’ machine 
“blasted.” The same undesirable con- 
dition obtains when excessive power 
is applied to a radio cone speaker. 

Judge Joseph L. Bodine of the Fed- 
eral District Court of New Jersey, 
who rendered the decision invalidat- 
ing the Hopkins’ patents, made spe- 
cific reference to the $200,000 in 
royalties paid the Lektophone Cor- 
poration by the Radio Corporation of 
America. He said: “The mere fact 
that royalties have been paid demon- 
strates that those paying have been 
unduly timid or sagacious. The ac- 
tion of business men and attorneys- 
at-law is not a substitute for the 
judgment of the court after a full 
hearing.” 

But at all events, decided the 
court, Marcus C. Hopkins was work- 
ing in the phonograph art and the de- 
fendant in the radio art, and there is 
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a different arrangement of parts and 
a different method of operation. It 
will be recalled by some radio fans 
that a huge cone loudspeaker, in- 
vented by Mr. Hopkins and installed 
in a cafe in New York City, was 
described as the acme of perfection in 
both tonal quality and volume de- 
livered. The recent. controversy cen- 
tered around Letters Patents 1,271,- 
529 and 1,271,527, the applications for 
which were filed in 1913. 

The decision over the Lektophone 
Corporation by the Brandes Corpora- 
tion is regarded by many in the radio 
industry as having a far-reaching im- 
plication. While it does not mean 
that there are not several designs of 
cone loudspeakers which are com- 

etely protected by pafent rights, 
the common design of cone speaker, 
as represented by the Hopkins’ pat- 
ents, is not circumvented by patent 
restrictions that would prohibit its 
manufacture and sale by any indi- 
vidual or concern. In other words, 
the Radio Corporation of America 
with its $200,000 investment in 
these patents, holds no more vested 
rights in them than the ordinary 
radio experimenter, who spends most 
of his salary for a five-watt trans- 


mitting vacuum tube,

/INDIANAPOLIS (Special Corre-

NEW GREEK GOVERNMENT 
DECLARED TO HAVE QUALITY 


Cabinet Ministers Said to Be 


Men of High Capabilities— 


Royalists and Venezelists Are Sitting Side by Side

LONDON — The Greek Coalition 
Cabinet has now spent several weeks 
in office—sufficiently long to demon- 
strate the sincerity of its members 
and indicate its political value to a 
nation which demands, at the out- 
set, little more than internal peace 


and the restoration of normal con- 
ditions of life and government. Coali- 
tions are never really popular. They 
must necessarily be moderate, and 
thereby disappoint the aspirations of 
political partisans. What is, per- 


haps, more important, they call for). 


a round-table distribution of the 
sweets of office, such as robs party 
leaders of what, in all countries, 
they have come to regard as their 
natural heritage. These weaknesses 
are nowhere more vital than in 
Greece, where political passions are 
unrestrained and the party hosts are, 
for the most part, undisciplined. 
Some commentators, therefore, 
were surprised that the Greek Coali- 
tion ever took tangible shape; they 
are frankly amazed that it has sur- 
vived up to the present. But the 
phenomena—if phenomena they be— 
are not actually so remarkable as 
appears at first sight. The Pangalos 
dictatorship caused incalculable dam- 
age to the country, and its pro- 
longation would have spelt disaster; 
but it served, both in the minds of 
the people and the political leaders, 
to place party rivalries in a reason- 
able perspective. True, the elections 
were vigorously contested, but once 
over the people expected and de- 
manded a settled régime. 
. Need of Constitutionalism 
For their part, the political lead- 
ers had, during long months in the 
wilderness, come to see that the first 
need of the nation was the re-estab- 


lishment of constitutional govern- 
ment, and when political liberty was 
restored, they would hardly have 
dared, even had they so wished, to 

jeopardize the newly regained free- 
dom. And when, in its turn, the vot- 
ing revealed a more or less incon- 
clusive result, personal interest and 
public opinion combined to force a 
coalition. There was also clear evi- 
dence of: a laudable decision to sink 
personal and political differences for. 
the general good. 

The sincerity of these convictions 
and intentions has been made mani- 
fest ever since the morrow of the 
elections. It is reflected in the com- 
position of the Cabinet, where Royal- 
ists and Venizelists, men who with- 
iri recent years have waged wordy 
strife and even civil war against one 
another, sit cheek by jowl, and, by 
their example, bid the nation bury 
and forget the feud that has split 
the country in twain for a decade. 
Certainly the Greeks were fortunate 
in possessing in Alexander Ziamis a 
statesman who has never been 
caught in the sordid whirlpool of 
party politics, and who, moreover, 
shares with Admiral Condouriotis 
the respect and esteem of all sec- 
tions of the community. In the pres- 
ent circumstances, there could be no 
more desirable prime mimister. 

Cabinet Has Quality 

For the rest, the Cabinet is not 
merely a coalition; it has quality. 
The Foreign Office, for example, is in 
charge of André Michaeloropoulos, 
than whom there is no more erudite 
statesman in all Europe. A lawyer 
by 8 he is also a financial 
expert and the possessor of a pro- 
found knowledge of international 
politics. Foreign affairs call for the 
exercise of all these qualities at the 
present juncture, and it is satisfac- 
tory to know that Greek diplomacy 
is in such safe and experienced 
hands. 

Georgeos Kafandaris has taken the 
Ministry of Finance. He is the leader 
of the largest party in the Chamber, 
a capable organizer and a clever 
politician. The necessity of husband- 
ing the national resources will tax 
his abilities to the uttermost, but he 
is better fitted than most of his con- 
temporaries to surmount the inevi- 
table difficulties, and if he cannot 
achieve a balanced budget, that ideal 
will be almost past praying for. Of 
course, he must be given time, for 
the extravagances of General Pan- 
galos cannot be remedied with a 
stroke of the pen. 

Able Staff Officer 

General Jean Metaxas at the Min- 
istry of Communications is rather a 
politica] than a technical nomination. 
Nevertheless, he is perhaps the ablest 
staff officer in the Balkans (the Ger- 
mans, when he studied at their mili- 
tary academy, nicknamed him “The 
Little Moltke’) to whom the roads 
and routes of the Near East are as 
an open book. He may be expected 
to do for Greek communications all 
that can be done in the existing 
state of the Treasury. And if, as is 
to be hoped, the Coalition lives long 
enough to tackle the great problem 
of military reorganization, his advice 


and experience will prove invaluable. |’ 


This is not to belittle, in any way, 
the influence of General Mazarakis 
at the War Office, for he, too, is a 
master of his craft. Between the two 
(the one an ardent Royalist and the 
other a fervent Venizelist) the Greek 
Army has a favorable chance of being 
set on its feet once more. 
Royalist Leader 
It is again significant of the rew 
spirit that, although the elections 


accorded a substantial majority to 
the Republican Parties, the politi- 
cally important Ministry of the In- 
terior has been handed over to Mr. 
Tsaldaris, the leader of the extreme 
Royalists. In this department loyal 
administration rather than the ap- 
plication of any widespread reforms 
is to be anticipated, for the Cabinet 
will be fully occupied with more 
pressing questions. Of the other 
Ministers, Alexander Kanaris is well 
suited at the Ministry of Marine 
where he will have the assistance of 
a small advisory body of British 
naval officers. 

Such, then, are the principal mem- 
bers of what the Greeks have come 
to call the Kcumenical“ Cabinet. 
That politicians and statesmen once 
wildly opposed should compose their 
differences and combine to seek the 


experience for Hellas. But it has 
admittedly made an auspicious com- 
mencement, and on that, at least, it 
is to be congratulated. It is also un- 
deniable that the Government, as a 
Government, is collectively the 
strongest and individually the most 
competent that has taken office for 
many years. It cannot be suggested 
that the future is plain sailing, but 
some of the rough waters have been 
ridden successfully and it is with 
this aspect of the question that I 
shall deal in a subsequent article. 


ENGLISH PRISONERS 
BREAK INTO VERSE 
IN OWN MAGAZINE 


First Periodical of Its Kind 
Produced in England 


by the Inmates 


LEEDS (Special Correspondence) 
—Foremost among the various ex- 
periments in recent years in Great 
Britain to make prison experience 
remedial rather than penal, is the 
institution now known as his Maj- 
esty’s Training Center at Wakefield, 
Yorkshire, but which was formerly 
known as Wakefield jail. Here those 
offenders, who, in the opinion of the 
authorities, will be most likely to 
benefit from the advanced methods 
of the establishment are helped and 


encouraged to prepare for a fresh 
start, rather than punished for their 
delinquencies. The inmates of the in- 
stitution have just issued the first 
number of their prison magazine— 
which is also the first prison maga- 
zine produced in England. 

The Venturer is the title of the 
publication, and it is entirely writ- 
ten by the inmates themselves, with 
the exception of four pages of en- 
couraging messages from social 
workers. The magazine contains bal- 
lad poetry of quite fair quality, sev- 
eral well executed sketches, and 
light humorous items. One inmate 
writes an open letter “from one 
‘mug’ to another,” in which grate- 
ful acknowledgment is made to “our 
teachers” and “our visitors.” An- 
other has a valedictory poem, from 
which the following verses are 
quoted: 


When I pack up my kit and go. 
I want to feel I leave behind 
Friendships I’ve formed despite the

I want to leave within the gate

OXFORD (Special Correspond- 
ence)—Oxford is by common consent 
one of the most beautiful towns in 
the British Isles. It is remarkable 
that a place so extremely rich in 
historical interest and so far-reach- 
ing in its world influence, should at 
the same time have retained through 
the ages the natural dignity and 
beauty that have impressed visitors 
for eight centuries. Today, through 
the influence of the Rhodes scholars 
and other overseas students, its al- 
ready tremendous interest and scope 
as a world force have heen again 
expanded. Oxford's history goes far 
back, but its particular importance 
dates from the founding of the. uni- 
versity in 1229. From that time to 
the present it has played a part in 
the intellectual, religious and politi- 
cal life of Great Britain too great to 
be detailed here, but always of pre- 
eminent importance. 

Unlike its sister university, Cam- 
bridge, the various colleges at Ox- 
ford are widely scattered in a town

Venerable Botanical Garden 
Perhaps the best way is to start 
near Magdalen Bridge.

Church, the largest of all. Whatever 
else must be slighted, the visitor 
should not miss the Bodleian Library, 
with its huge collection of books. 
The latter are countless and price- 
less. Its treasures make the mouth 
of the rare book lover water, and the 
money value of its heavily loaded 
shelves, if transferred to the auction 
room, would be staggering. The 
building dates from 1597-1602, and 
many of the quaint original rules 
governing its use laid down by Sir 
Thomas Bodley are still in effect. 
The library is open to the public 
from 9 a. m. until dusk. 

Practically every college possesses 
reminiscences of one or more great 
figures in British life. Besides the 
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days of sight-seeing, especially Christ | 


colleges there are many churches 
and public buildings of genuine in- 
terest. In fact, Oxford is a place 
which has played so important a 
part in the past seven centuries that 
everything in it possesses some 
claim to attention. 

Aside from the educational and 
ecclesiastical side, which are so im- 
portant that they tend to dwarf 
other activities, Oxford is an im- 
portant business center. It has made 
such marked industrial progress 
that fears have been expressed lesf 
the collegiate atmosphere might. be 
destroyed through the erection of 
factomes and other business prem- 
ises. This possibility has been effec- 
tively dealt with through a town 
planning scheme and there is slight 
danger that Oxford will lose its 
charming, Old World tone and char- 
acter. 

Oxford is about 54 miles from Lon- 
don and is reached by frequent 
trains in about 90 minutes. It has 
Plenty of hotel accommodation at 
reasonable rates, while eating facil- 
ities are abundant. Oxford is the 
center of one of the loveliest parts of 
the English countryside. The land is 
gently rolling, with fine old homes 
on all impressive sites and with 
quiet, unspoiled hamlets and villages 
frequently met with along the 
winding roads. There is a very ex- 
tensive bus service centering at Ox- 
ford, by means of which quick, inex- 
pensivé and extremely interesting 
trips through a delightful part of 
England may be taken.

GROWING IN BALKAN STATES 


Recent Events Show Tendency Toward Rapprochement 
Between the Serbs and the Bulgarians 


The last few months have brought 
about a remarkable iniprovement in 
the relations among the various 
Balkan peoples. This movement to- 
ward good will and co-operation be- 
gan last October when several Bul- 
garian merchants participated in 
an International Fair, held at 
Saloniki, to which a group of Bul- 
garian journalists were invited as 
guests of Greece.

Not very long after that a Bul- 
garian artist, Nikola Taneff, exhib- 
ited a large collection of his paint- 
ings in the Rumanian capital. Many 
of his pictures were bought by Ru- 
manian admirers and the press of 
Bucharest gave him several very cor- 
dial and very favorable reviews. 


Indications of Good Will

work already published, or non-con- 
formity to the editors’ policy. The 
author typed them in order on a 
emall sheet of paper and made notes 
under each one. 
Reading Recent Numbers’ 

Considering the statement, “Lack 
of space,” she saw immediately that 
she was not at all familiar with the 
magazines for which she was trying 
to write. A visit to the public library 

and a perusal of the current num- 
bers showed her that her artiche was 
much too long. It was then that she 
began to realize that editors have 
definite needs and that it is neces- 
sary to conform to their require- 
ments. There is no better way to be- 
come familiar with a periodical than 
to read analytically its recent num- 
bers. 

“Untimeliness” was .a second de- 
fect mentioned. Many magasines 
place great emphasis on the. time of 
year and most of the material ‘must 
be seasonal. To send out in May a 
poem or story with a ‘flavor of June 
usually is futile, for most magazines 
are made up four or five months in 
advance, Moreover, some material 
may have to take several journeys 
before it finds its real home, and be- 
fore its timeliness expires, 

Another pitfall suggested by the 
rejection slip is “similarity to arti- 
cles previously published,” and still 
another is “non-conformity to pol- 
icy.” In these statements lies again 
the suggestion that if one desires to 
write, one must be familiar with the 
publications to which one submits 
material. At one time the writer had 
a long poem which she thought she 
might place in a certain magazine. 
She did not wish to submit it, how- 
ever, if anything similar had been 
published in the periodical. She took 
a stack of recent copies and looked 
over the tables of contents, which 
occupied about 40 minutes. She 
found a poem with the same title as 
hers, but which showed absolutely 
no similarity in content, She changed 
the title and placed the poem. It is 
possible that with the first title, the 
verses would have been rejected 


f because they would have suggested 


to the editor the one previously pub- 


lished,

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John Baskerville and Books of 
Consequence 


I. 1757 John Baskerville writes in 
bis preface to his beautiful edi- 
tion of Milton's poems; “It is 
not my desire to print many books, 
but only such as are Books of Conse- 
quence, and which the public may be 
pleased to see in an elegant dress, and 
to purchase at such a price as will 
repay the extraordinary care and ex- 
pense that must necessarily be be- 
stowed upon them... . If this per- 
formance shall appear to persons of 
judgment and penetration in the Pa- 
per, Letter, Ink and Workmanship to 
excel, I hope their approbation may 
contribute to procure for me what 
would indeed be the extent of my 
ambition, a power to print an Octavo 
Common-Prayer Book and a folio 
Bible.” 

Whatever Baskerville set his hand 
to was sure to excel,” and he pos- 
seseed a sound business capacity com- 
bined with wonderful taste and a dog- 
ged determination to achieve the end 
sought for in Beauty, Thus it was 


that ‘persona of penetration” secured 
him as one of the three atationers and 
printers of the University of Cam- 
bridge in 1758, He had sent a apeci- 
men of his own type to a friend at 
the university suggesting that tt 
would be well to have a prayer book 
in type of this particular alge, and 
he also gave securities for five hun- 
dred pounds himself, and his friend 
John Haves, a toymaker of r- 
Mingham, a like sum, The condl- 
tions Imposed upon him aa printer 
were severe, He was to print in 
Jambridge only such books aa the 
Byndica gave him leave to print, on 
the title-page of no other book was 
he to deacribe himself as printer to 
the university, inspectors appointed 
by the Syndica were to have (free ac- 
cess to his printing office and he was 
to pay the university a certain sum 
on every book printed. The criticism 
of a person of penetration, one Reed, 
may sound harsh, He wrote: “The 
learned body appear to have been 
influenced in the transaction more 
by a wish to fill their own coffers 
than by a desire to promote the in- 
terests of the Art, and the heavy 
premiums exacted from Baskerville 
for the privilege thus accorded de- 
prived him of any advantage what- 
ever in the transaction.” It would 
appear that this criticism was justi- 
fled for in the case of the folio Bible 
that was published in 1763 Basker- 
ville complained to Horace Walpole 
that his folio Bible would cost him 
near two thousand pounds, all hired 
at five per cent, and that he would 
probably have to sacrifice a small 
patrimony that belonged to him. It is 
surely, he wrote, “a particular hard- 
hip that 1 should not get bread in 
my own Country (and it is too late 
to go abroad) after having acquired 
the Reputation of excelling in the 
most useful Art known to Mankind, 
while every one who excels aa a 
layer, Fidler, Dancer ete,, not only 
ives in Afluence hut haa it in their 
power to save a Fortune,” 
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But he achieved his ambition, with 
both prayer book and Bible, the 
Bible being pronounced by Dibden 
as one of the most beautifully 
printed books in the world. The type 
is modeled upon his own writing, 
his penmanship being recognized as 
the most perfect of the time; in fact, 
it is conceded by experts that with- 
out doubt Baskerville’s is the most 


distinguished typographical work 
associated with the University Press 
in the eighteenth century, equaling 
if not surpassing the famous 1638 
folio Bible printed by Thomas Buck 
and Roger Daniel for the University 
of Cambridge. 

This 1638 Bible, which is consid- 
ered to reach the high-water mark 
of Bible printing, was the first edi- 
tion of the atithorized version of the 
Bible in English, containing the 
dedication to James 1 with which 
we are all familiar in present edi- 
tions. Following this address is a 
touching homily headed, The Trans- 
latours to the Readers,” expressing 
their deep thankfulness that all 
might read the Bible in their com- 
mon language, and showing that 
there had never heen a time when 
the Gospel of our Lord had not been 
in some way available to people of 
many nationa in thelr own tongue, 
Nyrlans, Mayptians, Indians, Pere 
ans, KMthlioplana and Infinite other 
Nationa being Rarbarous People 
translated it into their mother 
tongue,” and so with thanksgiving 
they commend the "Gentle Reader 
to God and to the Spirit of hia Grace 
Which Is able to Hulld further than 
we can ask or think.“ 

When we firat hear of him John 
Baskerville In a footman to a gentle 
man at Kings Norton near Birming- 
ham, who used to make him teach 
writing to boys in the parish, @vi- 
dently with some success, for when 
he was twenty he set up for himself 
in Birmingham as a teacher of writ- 
ing and hookkeeping. In his leisure 
time he tried his hand at stone- 
cutting and became famous in this 
craft, but, having a turn for painting, 
he started in 1740 in the japanning 
business, It was a paying business 
and he acquired a little estate of 
eight acres and bought a coach, 
which was japanned and painted 
with pictures by himself. He soon 
sighed for other worlds to conquer, 
and began to occupy himself in 
type-founding, spending upward of 
six hundred pounds before he could 
get a letter which satisfied him. 
When he did, he produced the famous 
Virgil which Macaulay said, “went 
forth to astonish all the libraries in 
Burope.” This encouraged him to 
print the edition of Milton's works, 
which has been mentioned before 
and which led to his election as a 
Cambridge University printer. 

A fascinating and lovable charac- 
ter as we see him, it is of interest 
to hear how he was seen by a con- 
temporary, He says, In private life 
he was a humorist, idle in the ex- 
treme, but in invention was a true 
Birmingham model active, He could 
well dealan, but procured others to 
execute, Whenever he found merit 
he caressed it, He waa remarkably 
polite to atrangera and fond of 
show,” 

John Baskerville'a work sheds a 
luster’ on. a great and important 
printing press, which continues to 
produce, not many books, but always 
Hooks of Consequence, D. M. I.

The Burgtheater, Vienna 


Vienna 

Special Correspondence 
E Vienna State Theater, 
known commonly as the Burg- 
theater, retains today its repu- 


tation as the leading classical the- 
ater of central Europe. The war, the 
swift upset of monarchy and replace- 
ment by republic, has barely stirred 
the current of its course. Perhaps 
some of the glamour attendant on the 
patronage of royalty has gone and 
the public places less value on the 
high-sounding titles borne by the dis- 
“tinguished members of the Burg- 
theater. 

In countries such as America and 
England the tradition that persists 
at the Burgtheater is not easily com- 
prehended. Before the war to be an 
actor or actress of certain rank at 
the Burgtheater was of enormous so- 
cial importance. The standing of 
these men and women was on uw rar 
with that of the nobility, the profes- 
sors, and leaders of arts and letters. 
Twenty-five to fifty years might be 
passed as a member. Children grew 
up and acted with their fathers. Tra- 
dition was cherished and passed on 
from generation to generation. It is 
possibly no exaggeration to say that 
in the Burgtheater there are as few 
signs as anywhere of the change in 
the times. Plays, actors, and cos- 
tumes, appear and disappear, come 
and go upon this ancient stage much 
as they did in the heydey before the 
war. 

The public in many respects has 
altered, it has become more repub- 
lican, flavored with faint Socialism, 
but it loves as much the classical 
plays and the old actors and the 
fine costumes. This freer public is 
now keen to have its culture sharp- 
ened by the language and thoughts 
of a Goethe, a Racine, and a Shake- 
speare. 

Last season “Romeo and Juliet” 
was magnificently produced and 
staged. Recently performances of 
the German and French classics 
“Egmont” and Phädra“ were given, 
the latter in Schiller’s translation. 
Details common to all the classical 
dramas given by the Burgtheater are 
the fine enunciation of the players, 
the exact reproduction of the cos- 
tume of the times, and the lavish 
and beautiful staging. These points 
were to a marked degree noticeable 
in “Egmont” and Phädra.“ Paul 
Hartmann, son of a distinguished 
member of the Burgtheater, played 
well the title réle in “Egmont.” In 
“Phddra,” interest centered on Frau 


Ida Roland, who played that tragic 
character. Prau Roland is tragedi- 
enne, masterly in her interpretation 
of those famous roles inimitably 
played by Sarah Bernhardt. 

The Burgtheater is worth coming 
far to see. Its traditions embody a 
refinement and grace from which all 
may learn. 

“Leonie,” a new comedy at the 
Burgtheater, or State Theater, is 
justly entitled to praise, being one 
of the most satisfying plays which 
have been seen in Vienna for many 
a month. It is a free adaptation of 
Augustin Eugéne Scribe’s “Les doigts 
de fée.” The original version enter- 
tained the Viennese 70 years ago. 

To the long list of so-called Vienna 
specialities, which extends to food 
and petit point, must be added the 
ability to bring an old comedy up- 
to-date and render it, perhaps, more 
amusing than the original. A short 
time ago Ben Jonson's “Volpone” 
was made over in delightful fashion 
by Stephen Zweig. And now, close 
on its heels, comes this defense of 
wit by Leo Lenz. Both of the “free 
translators” have taken many liber- 
ties; but, what does it matter, the 
evening's pleasure * after all the 
thing? 

When Scribe 1 Les doigts 
de fée” (“Fairy Fingers“) to Paris 
and Vienna in its original form, 
there was such protest that he him- 
self had to alter certain lines. He 
attempted to answer a social ques- 
tion: What should an aristocratic 
girl do who has no visible means of 
support, and for one reason or an- 
Other does not marry? He replied 
through his comedy: Work. In these 
days, however, it was as unthinkable 
in Paris as in Vienna that coun- 


menial task as dressmaking. But to- 
day it is not uncommon for titled 
women to work. The play itself, 
therefore, under Lenz's skilfull mod- 
ernizing, settles down simply to a 
comedy of rare good fun. 

Lenz has renamed the characters. 
Helen becomes Germaine, Tristan is 
Henri, the Viscount Pen-Mar is the 
Duke of Gramont, and the family 
name of de Lesnéve becomes Guise, 
and placed the whole in a modern 
setting.

Big and Small Compositions 


——— —

T IS common knowledge that the 
ie of a composition does not 

determine its worth. And in 
spite of the important part that the 
small piece has undoubtedly played 
in musical history, all composers of 
past ages were ambitious to write 
big compositions, Why did they aim 
at that? 

If we take as outstanding instances 
of the importance of small pieces the 
works of Chopin and Schumann, we 
are at the same time reminded of the 
fact that these composers also, hav- 
ing arrived at the later stages of 
thejr musical development, did not 
remain unaffected by the ambition 
just mentioned. 

Both these masters desired to 
prove their craftsmanship. They 
thought this would be best done 
through the big, majestic forms. 
They wished to appear capable of 
weaving a broad texture and of 


after all, posterity was convinced 
of their technical skill without the 


and symphonic forms. It is true that 
the Chopin sonatas constitute for 
us a very valuable contribution to 
the work of the Polish master, nor 
can there be any doubt of the fact 
that the Concerto for piano by Rob- 
ert Schumann is one of the best of 
this kind. Their reputation, how- 
ever, is founded on the small pleco, 
to which they gave a finish never at- 
tained before. 
Less Ambitious Now 


Looking round us we find that the 
composers of our time have ceased 
to be so ambitious as their forerun- 
ners. The great majority seem to 
have laid down, and to practice, the 
rule that the small composition is, on 
the whole, more worth while than 
the big one. Having freed themselves 
from the fetters of the sonata form, 
and being desirous of showing ice 
freedom in matters musical, usually 
they do not aim at composition on 
the larger scale. Many of them do 
not care for giving proof of crafts- 
manship, simply because they are 
convinced, or want to convince their 
hearers, that technical skillfulness is 
a personal achievement of the com- 
poser who expresses himself. The 
period in which we live, they beileve 
or would make believe, does not make 
such severe demands on technical 
equipment as did the past. 


If we take it for granted that in 
music as in all the other arts we 
must measure the worth of a work, 
first by the high aims which gave 
birth to it, then by the mastery with 
which these intentions have been car- 
ried to effect, we must confess that, 
if in many compositions of our time 
the effect has been obtained, ihis was 
not high 
enough to deserve better achieve- 
ment. Chopin and Schumann were 
great composers in their small piecos 
because they were musical poets. 
Every note of their compositions 
was inspired by the ever flowing 
current of their lyrical inspira ion. 
It was above all the lyrical Hub- 
stance of their pieces that made them 
s0 great. And if we are inclined to 
assign, as seen from this angle, the 
first place to Chopin, we must not 
forget that Schumann wrote his 
“Carnaval” as a collection of small 
pleces forming a perfect and fascinat- 
ing whole, and that, in spite of all 
the conquests made in the meantime 
on the keyboard, “Carnaval” has not 
yet lost ite charm. 

A Non-Lyrical Epoch 


The composers of our time, or 
rather of a now passing epoch, do 
not want to express lyricism, They 
wanted, on the contrary, to laugh or 
at least.to smile at all that is serious, 
an undertaking in which they were 
encouraged by, the appearance of 
jazz, the great jester of our time. 
The existence of jazz seems to be the 
best proof o e non-lyrical char- 
acter of this epoch. Apprehension 
of being sentimental has even 
caused jazz to avail itself of the 
poetic music of the past for its 
destructive tendencies. For never 
before in history has it become a 
custom to take the good in music 
where it could be found, entirely 
with the view of submitting it to a 
process of destruction. Is this a test 
of wealth or of poverty? At any

It must be conceded to 
Arnold Schönberg that, though in 
the middle period of his creative 
work he was at a loss how to realize 
his ideal of a new architecture, he

could not boast of the same mastery 
in penning the pure music to which 
he aspired, he has pow. with the 
help of the seventeenth and eighte- 
eenth century, got much nearer to 
his aim of refined texture, though 
at the cost of imaginative force.

OLYMPIC BODY 


Dr. John Brown Jr. An- 
nounces Withdrawal and 
Gives the Reasons 


NEW YORK, Feb. 8—~The Young 
Men’s Christian Association has with- 
drawn from membership in the 
American Olympic Association. An- 
houncement of this action was made 
last evening by Dr. John Brown Jr., 
speaking for the executive committee 
of the National Physical Education 
Committee of the T. M. C. A. Similar 
action had been taken previously by 
the U. 8. Navy, National Amateur 
Athletic Federation, and National Col- 
legiate Athletic Federation. 

This step follows rg 1 protests 
filed by the F. M. C. A., against the 
policy announced by the Amateur 
Athletic Union, — — the Amer- 
ican Olympic Association, that Amer- 
ican Y. M. C. A. members wishing to 
participate in the first International 
Y. M. C. A. athletic championships at 
Copenhagen, Denmark, July 10 to 17, 
must be approved by the A. A. U. 

Reasons for Withdrawal 


In announcing the withdrawal of the 
T. M. C. A., Dr. Brown explained the 
action as follows: 
Men's Christian Association joined the 


with the understanding that the lat- 
ter would continue to be truly repre- 
sentative of all the national organiza- 
tions dealing in a large way with ath- 
letles in this country, and that it would 
represent America in all matters con- 
nected with participation in the Inter- 
fjonal Olympic Games. 

t the quadrennial meeting of the 
American Olympic Association, Nov. 
16 last, the A. A. U. obtained control 
of the meeting, thus bringing it under 
the domination of one organization. 
The conatitution was modified and new 
ee elected under A. A. U. direc- 
tion 

“The extent of this control is readil 
indicated by the fact that the A. A. 0 
has so shaped the constitution A the 
Olympic Association as to give it ap- 
proximately 30 representatives, wheret 
as no other organization has more 
than three, and approximately 35 or- 
ganizations have but one. 

“Autocratic Control” Charged 

“The A. A. U, is thus using its con- 
trol of the Olympic Association to 
atrengthen its arbitrary and autocratic 
contro] of athletics in the United 
States, and of United States repre- 
sentatives wishing to compete in other 
countries. 

“The Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation is chiefly concerned in promot- 
ing athletics as part of its broad pro- 
gram for the all-round development of 
boys and young men, not only within 
its membership but ‘through friendly 


co-operation with churches, Sunday 
schools, industria! plants, elementary 
and high schoots, 2 colleges, For 
years the F. M. C. and these other 
organizations have been tremendously 
handicapped by, and have repeatedly 
protested against, the arbitrary ruling 
of the A. A. U. that athletes of these 
different bodies wishing to compete 
together must first register individu- 
ally and become members of the A. A. 
U. They are also required to join the 
A. A. U. as clubs to secure a ‘sanction’ 
ta. hold meets, for which a fee is re- 
ee in addition to the club member- 
snip 
The “Star Athlete” Problem 


“The e mtary and secondary 
schools, col and universities, and 
Young Men’s Christian Associations, 
which actually own the gymnasiums, 
swimming pools, athletic fields, and 
other equipment, and furnisꝶ the lead- 
ership and training for the thousands 
of athletes developed by them can see 
no reason for requiring all their com- 
petitors to join the A. A. U. and thus 
come under the control of an outside 
organization which has had nothing to 
do with their development, and which 
in our opinion is chiefly concerned in 
getting control of the ‘star’ athletes 
after they give promise of becoming 
national champions or candidates for 
participating in the International 
Olympic Games. 

“The A. A. U. will not even permit 
young men participating in tourna- 
ments organized by the Y. M. C. A. to 
compete repreesnting their industries, 
churches, or schools, in basketball, 
track and field athietics, wrestling, 
swimming and other sports, even when 
these events are organized entirely 
for the mutual benefit and enjoyment 
of those concerned.

- EDITORIALS 


A new session of the British Parliament always 
opens with what Richard Cobden called “bar- 
baric pomp.” It would 
Tha tinehine be more accurate to say 
The Opening that there are quaint 
of N ey ge a 
— ull of meaning. 
a —— Many of them mark me 
successive stages y 
— which the House of Com- 
mons won certain of its 
rights. The ritual is more symbolic of constitu- 
tional victories when a new Parliament is sum- 
moned after a general election and when the 
House of Commons chooses a new Speaker. But 
even when an old Parliament begins its regular 
winter session, there are evidences of the fact 
that the British Constitution is made up in large 
part of customs and conventions, and that be- 
hind certain practices there are centuries of 
history. 

Even the fact that the session begins on a 
Tuesday has a century-old explanation. In 1809 
it was proposed that Parliament begin on Mon- 
day, but Mr. Wilberforce objected. He pointed 
out that if Monday were chosen, many of the 


members would have to travel on Sunday, and 
Tuesday was therefore agreed to. Another cus- © 


tom of the opening day dates back to 1642. 
Then the City of/London defended the privilege 
of Parliament and protected five members who 
sought refuge in the city when Charles I ordered 
their arrest. Now, on the first day of a parlia- 
mentary session, the members for the City of 
London have the privilege of attending in their 
costumes and taking seats on the Treasury 
Bench. 

The ceremonial of the summons to the House 
of Commons to hear the King’s speech from the 
throne is also reminiscent of the days when 
such a summons was feared. Shortly before 
noon the police in the lobbies of the House of 
Commons cry: “Hats off, strangers! Way. for 
Black Rod!” The Sergeant-at-Arms of the Com- 
mons orders the doors closed. Black Rod has 
to knock three times before he is admitted. Mr. 
Speaker,” says Black Rod, the King commands 
this honorable House to attend him immedi- 
ately in the House of Peers.” The command is 
instantly obeyed, but there was a time when the 
House of Commons, struggling for independ- 
ence, sought to exclude Black Rod and avoid 
hearing the royal message. 

After listening to the King’s speech from the 
throne, the commoners repair to their own 
chamber, where the Speaker tells them that 
they have “attended His Majesty in the House 
of Peers, and His Majesty was pleased to make 
a most gracious speech to both houses of Par- 
liament, of which for greater accuracy I have 


obtained a copy, which is as follows:“ At one 


time, indeed, it was important that there be no 
misunderstanding of exactly what the King had 
demanded. Now the speech is prepared by and 
made on the responsibility of the Cabinet. The 
next few days of the session are devoted to gen- 
eral debate on the whole policy of the Govern- 
ment. This debate takes place on the address 
which is to be presented to His Majesty, thank- 
ing him for his gracious speech. To this address 
the Opposition offers amehdments. Among the 
questions to come before Parliament are the 
situation in China and trade union privileges, 
on both of which interesting discussions are 
expected to develop. 

Before the debate takes place, however, both 
houses assert an ancient prerogative: They 
assert that they will consider what business 
they please, irrespective of the proposals in the 
King’s speech. Before the debate begins, the 
House of Lords gives a first reading to some bill, 
usually one regulating select vestries. The 
House of Commons reads a bill for the more 
effectual prevention of clandestine outlawries. 
Neither measure is heard of again, but ancient 
rights have been asserted. Parliament has just 
seen the King in person, but its first act is to 
demonstrate quite clearly its independence of 
royal commands.

furnish a dwelling place 
for some ninety boys of 
the London slums. The 
opening of this hostel, 
therefore, may be expected to turn public atten- 
tion once more to the problem, that seems at 
present so far from adequate solution, of boy 
life in these poverty-stricken quarters of the 
metropolis. 

Indeed, it is actually stated in The Times, in 
connection with the completion ‘of this hostel, 
that there is no more difficult phase of that 
problem than is presented by the compulsory 
assumption of full moral responsibility and in- 
dependence on the part of large numbers of 
boys of the working class at an age when those 
more fortunately placed are usually the object 
of special solicitude. And it is further intimated 
that the.opening of this hostel and club may 
be a first step in the direction of greatly amel- 
iorating the unfortunate conditions of many ot 
these growing youths. 

This hostel and club—the latter being in- 
tended, it appears, to follow closely the lines of 
the community centers in the United States— 
are a unit formed under the East End Hostels 
Association. And this association was organized 
in the hope of developing a scheme under which 
the needs of the boys in question would be met 
more completely than is possible by the ordi- 
nary type of lads’ clubs. Hence, though for the 
present the new organization will be concerned 
only with the hostel and club mentioned above, 
its articles of association provide for a con- 
siderable extension of activities if such be 
deemed wise and desirable by its promoters at 
some later date. 


It is not the place here to discuss the rules 


and regulation under which this home is to be 
conducted, It is sufficient to state that the serv- 
ices of W. J. Garnett have been secured as hon- 
orary resident director, and that Mr. Garnett’s 
extensive experience of social] work in the East 


End and also of hostel work is considered to 
render him particularly valuable for this posi- 
tion. He be helped, it is said, by a staff of 
ho residents, mainly young men of the 
educated class, who will pay for their own main- 
tenance and live as fellow-residents with the 


boys. 

3 remains, of course, for time to determine 

hat success this venture will win, and it is 

ot necessary to attempt to forecast exactly 
in what direction it is likely to prove its greatest 
usefulness’ The fact, however, that it is being 
launched from an unselfish standpoint to meet 
a crying need should insure that it will obtain 
adequate support for its continuance and ex- 
pansion, It is fitting, also, to express the hope 
that its organizers will find their efforts abun- 
dantly rewarded in the reclaimed manhood of 
1 who might otherwise have drifted into 
the byways of various forms of evil. And it 
is reasonable to expect that great good will 
spring from the project, as it is developed along 
the line of its possible ramifications.

Square, facing the White 
House with towering commercial buildings. 

The one criticism will be that the protest has 
come too late. The first serious assault upon the 
dignity and beauty of Lafayette Square was 
made by the Federal Government itself when it 
erected a peculiarly ungraceful skyscraper on 
the site of the old Arlington Hotel to house the 
Veterans’ Bureau. The National Chamber of 
Commerce, on the site of the old Corcoran Man- 
sion, has erected a building which at any other 
point would have been wholly beautiful. Indeed 
were the style of its architecture carried through 
on the other three sides of the square there 
would be little ground for criticism. But the 
demolition of the Hay and Adams houses, and 
the threat of an inharmonious structure in their 
stead may well give concern to those who think 
the nation’s capital should be a national beauty 
spot. 

It is possible that the tendency in the wrong 
direction may be checked. As it is a national, 
not a local issue, we should like to see the protest 
of the Institute of Architects backed up by bodies 
of allied character in all parts of the country.

Reduction of the rate of interest paid by the 
railroads of the United States on funds advanced 
by the Government is 
proposed in a bill intro- 
duced by Frank R. Good- 
ing (R.), Senator from 
Idaho, which has met 
the general approbation 
of financiers, statesmen 
and business men. By its \ 
terms, the present inter- 
est rate would be reduced from 6 per cent to 
not less than 41, per cent, the difference in the 
amounts paid being applied to the amortization 
of the debt of these carriers to the Government, 
among which are the New Haven, the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul, the Boston & Maine, 
Seaboard Air Line and the Erie. A considerable 
portion of the money was advanced during the 
period of federal control of the railroads in 
order to permit additions and betterments 
which were actually ordered by the Railroad 
Administration at a time when the railroads 
were unable to obtain funds from a source other 
than the Government. 

The total amount owed by the larger roads is 
said to be in the vicinity of $240,000,000 at the 
present time, on which the carriers are paying 
a higher interest than the going“ rate in the 
money market and more than the Government 
is charging its foreign debtors. In the case of 
the New Haven road, the interest on its loan is 
$1,305,000 annually more than it would be if the 
interest rate were the same as that which the 
company is paying on its funded debt. Because 
of the inequities resulting, and the fact that the 
money is owed by the less prosperous carriers, a 
generally favorable opinion toward the bill is 
expressed, which has the concurrence of the 
Secretary of the Treasury and others.

entirely. Others advocate reduction in the sales 
tax. The feeling is general that taxes are com- 
ing down, but / it may take another month before 

e Finance Minister can say how much, in the 
budget speech.

As the Imperial Conference adopted the report 
unanimously, the weight of British statesman- 
ship behind it is generally acknowledged. Con- 
servative critics in Canada are iuclined to ex- 
press the view that the Dominion must now be 

repared to shoulder the burden of responsibility 
or national defense and to share more of the 
cost of imperial defense. 

The estimates of the Department of National 
Defense may be more keenly discussed than 
they have been for several sessions. But there 
are other departmental requirements that call 
for the consideration of the House. The new 
Minister of Immigration and Colonization has 
plans for land settlement. Another new Minis- 
ter wants to extend the usefulnéss of the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Commerce, A separate De- 
partment of Fisheries is recommended by the 
Royal Commission on Maritime Claims, Civil 
aviation will need more money. Settlement of 
the claims of another group of Canadian Rail- 
way debenture holders, principally in Great Brit- 
ain, has been recommended by the president,.of 
the Canadian National Railways. There is plenty 
of work ahead of the Dominion Parliament this 
session. The Minister of Finance may reason- 
ably take another month, too, before announc- 
ing the next tax reductions. 


It is noteworthy that of late years, with the 
increase in the number of enormous fortunes, 


‘there has been evident a 


larger view than hereto- 
fore regarding their dis- 
position. More and more 
those possessing these 
vast amounts of money 
are tending to regard 
their wealth as some- 
thing that places them 
under obligation to others. Hence, it is not 
entirely a new idea that John Markle, the phi- 
lanthropist, has advanced in connection with 
the bill introduced in the New York Legislature 
establishing, at the request of himself and his 
wife, a foundation having as its purpose the pro- 
motion of the general good of mankind. For he 
considers, as he stated several years ago, and 
as he has repeated a number of times since, that 
wealth, over one’s necessary living expenses, 
should be regarded as a thing to hold in trust 
to be applied to the benefit of mankind. 

In regard to this latest charitable project of 
Mr. Markle, he has stated that he and his wife 
have certain ideas in connection_with the dis- 
tribution of their estates for benevolent pur- 
poses, but that they are not. yet in a position 
to state definitely just in what direction they 
will be used. The primary fact remains unal- 
tered, however, that his moneys, or a large part 
of them, are to be employed, under his definite 
direction, for the benefit of the world. This is 
particularly important because it may be taken 
for granted that the same excellent foresight 
and judgment will be employed in this connec- 
tion that Mr. Markle has shown in the accumu- 
lation of his great fortune. One has every rea-

it will be wisely conceived and arranged for, and | 


that good will result from it. 


There is more in this changing world attitude

Whether the twelve points advanced the other 
day by Sir Harold Bowden, the British cycle 
manufacturer, as a new code for industry would 
be found practical remains to be seen, but that 
the main objective that he is striving to attain is 
an estimable one few will deny, This purpose is 
the abolition of any present hostility between 
Capital and Labor, “replacing the old conception 
of antagonism in industry by a community of 
alm.“ Sir Harold believes that employers and 
workers should undertake to do all in their 
power by candor and frankness in their dealings 
to avert any cause for suspicion, mistrust or ill 
will. Certain it is that any efforts made in the 


direction of arousing good will are worthy of 


encouragement. For, as Sir Harold further 
stated, after analyzing the motive powers of in- 
dustry, rewards of capital and labor manage- 
ment, the lack of good will between employers 
and workers may be likened to “an engine run- 
ning without lubricating oil.“

An interesting statement regarding the alleged efforts 
of the Soviet authorities to prevent the members of one 
of the workmen's delegations they had invited to their 
country to investigate conditions, from seeing anything 
but just what they were intended to see has been made 
—— by Herr Ostermeyer, leader of the labor unions in 

lumburg, who belonged to the delegation in question, “As 

soon as we arrived in & town,” he said, “the local labor 
union leaders would receive the delegation and present it 
with a list of factories from which it could choose those 
it wished to see.” Later the Reds declared, he said, that 
they had permitted the delegation to see what it desired, 
omitting the fact that the selection was limited to the 
list. Herr Ostermeyer, for instance, declared that the dele- 
gation wished to visit a certain bakery they were passing 
in a street, and that the Soviet official acting as guide 
declined to permit this, saying that they would visit 
another bakery instead. 

In. another town, he said, the delegation wished to see 
a sausage factory. After having twice been refused per- 
mission on the ground that the factories in question were 
being rebuilt, they y-arrived on the premises of a 
company having several bakeries and sausage factories. 
Once more the members of the delegation asked to see 


one of the latter, but again this was declined by the Reds 
on the ground that the factory did not open until three 


o'clock in the afternoon, for which hour lunch had been 
fixed that day. But the delegation remained firm and 


declared it had not come to see the workmen at work, but ‘ 


to look at the factory. Then it was said that the factory 
was being rebuilt. “All the better,” was the reply of the
